In the past it has been the rule of 
the water department that a custo­ 
mer desiring eltv water should fur­ 
nish his own meter and make his own 
connections with the city mains. The 
c*ty has taken a very progressive step 
in announcing that they 
have

voked this rule and will now fur­ 
nish a new customer with a meter 
and also pipe the water to the prop­ 
erty line. This means a considerable 
saving to the prospective customer 
since the expense of buying a meter 
and taping the city mains usually 
amounted to som e $15.00 or $18.00 
which will now he saved by the cus­ 
tomer. This new ruling will enable a 
large number of citizens to 
put 
in 
1 city water who could not afford to 
do so otherwise and the city exptx’ts 
to increase the water consumption 
at lea^t 50 per cent within the next 
j six months. When we take into con­ 
sideration the fact that many fam ilys 
spend $40.00 o 
$60.00 
in 
placing 
cisterns etc., for an uncertain and 
unsatisfactory supply of soft water 
it is no wonder that they 
will 
ap­ 
preciate having soft w’ater in every 
tap on thrir premises. W ithin a few 
years wind m ills and private water 
supplys will be as scarce in Coman­ 
che as they are in Fort W orth and 
D allas for the city plans to extend 
its water mains as fast as possible 
so as to have this soft water avail- 
ible to any tax payer who may want 
same.
